The Queſtion is not, 
1/7, Whether we may have an Honourg: 


ble Remembrance of great and worthy Per- 


ſons ; and perpetuate the Memory of ſuch 
as have been uſeful and exemplary in their 
Lives, by promoting the Honour of God 
and Religion, and the Good of their Coun- 

try > This was the Deſign of the Diptychs 
in the Primitive Church, and is countenan- 
ced and encouraged in Scripture, which pro- 
poſes it as a Reward conſequent to Virtue 


and Goodneſs in this Life; and ſays, That 


the Righteous foal be had in | everlaſting Re- 


membrance. 


Nor, 2dly, Whether we are to be well 


afſeted to the late Revolution 2 Tho' we 
cannot ſo far limit the Power and Wiſdom 


of God, as to ſay , that he could not have 
delivered us by any other Means or Me- 


thods more advantageous ; yet whoſoever 


conſiders that it was the Hand of God, a 
remarkable Diſpenſation of his Providence, 


and the Method by which he choſe to work 


ſo great a Deliverance for us, muſt not only 
acquieſce in it, but return God the Glory of 


fo great and general a Bleſſing. But, if we 


. | 


magnify i it ouly y as a Revidution, and not as 
it was the ſaving us from Deſtruction ; then 


the next Revolution may be the 'over-

Nor 3dly, Whether we ought to bote 

the Memory of King William! All People 
who own the late great Deliverance theſe

Nor, . 4thly, Whether drinking 820 a 
Health is a Sacrament > or whether it is done 


-Sacramentally ? But whether the very Action 
it ſelf of Drinking, applied to the Memory 
of the Dead, is made Sacramental? For if 


the Action it ſelf is made Sacramental, then 


the Cenſequence is clear, that it muſt be a

Nor, 5thly, Whether we may remember 


any abſent Friend, or our Sovereign, by 


wiſhing them Health and Profperity when 
we drink, as the Cuſtom is? This may be 
innocently done ; not but that one hearty 
and warm Ejaculation for them will do them 
more Service; however, by this we may 


the Queſtion is, whether if my Friend of 


my Monarch were dead, I may, without 


ſhew our good Will and our Loyalty. But 


Sin, perpetuate his Memory, by a Cuſtom 


of Drinking i in Remembrance of him; and 
that with the Epithets . of Dear, or Glori-

whar I take to be highly ſinful. IT 
Now we need go no farther for the Proof 
of the Sinfulneſs of this Practice, than the 
expreſs Words of Scripture, 1 Cor.

Tis not the Drinking, 
nor drinking Wine and Water, or both mixt, 
or ſitting, or ſtanding, or kneeling ; no, nor 
the doing it religiouſly, or by way of Praiſe 
or Thankſgiving even to God; all theſe are 
but appendant Circumſtances. Tis in the 
Drinking to the Memory of Chriſt's Death, 
in which the very Life and Being of that 
Sacrament conſifts, Tis the ſnewing forth

but that in Drinking to the Glorious Memo- 
ry of a dead Monarch, we mean not to ce- 
- Tebrate his Death, but the Glorious Actions 


of his Life; and therefore that this can be 


no prophaning of that Sacrament in that 


very Inſtance which is moſt eſſential to it. 
T anſwer, That if we could abſtract the 


Perſon of Chriſt from his Death ; could ce- 


lebrate his Death without remembring him 


dead, and what he did for us when alive; 


or if we could drink to the Memory of a 
dead Man, without implying and neceſſari- 
ly including his Death, there wou'd be a 
faint Colour of an Objection. But how 
can we ſhew the Lord's Death, without 
ſhewing the Lord that died, that was alive, 
and then did great Things for us? And per- 
haps 'tis to obviate this very Objection, 
— the Words of the Inſtitution are not, 
Do this, as oft as ye Drink it, in Remem- 
brance of my DEATH; but! in Remem- 
brance of ME. 

Ay! but ſays one, the Caſe is dil diffe⸗ 


rent; for Chriſt is now alive, but the Mo- 
narch to whoſe Memory we drink, con- 


tinues .

tinues dead. Ves, and for that very Rea- 


ſon we are to celebrate him once dead, who 
| only has Immortality ; and that too in a way 


never to be apply'd to any meerly Mortal 
Creature. But away with theſe Subtilties 
in the moſt important Action of our Lives 
here; and upon which the Salvation of our 
Souls hereafter ſo much depends. We re. 
member Chriſt, and him dead, by drinking 
in Remembrance of him: Whoſoever hopes 
to be ſav'd by ſo doing, let him take care 
how he does the ſame to any other Perſon 
whatſoever. For tho' it be not done in the 
ſame Manner, or with the ſame Deſign, nor 
with the fame Circumſtances ; yet that ſtill 
remains, in which the very Being and Ef- 
ſence of our holy Euchariſt conſiſts 
And now can it be a Doubt, whether an 
Action ſo holy; dedicated to the Memory 
of our Bleſſed Saviour; conſecrated to ſuch 
Divine Purpoſes ; and made the very Teſt of 


our Chriſtian Profeſſion, may be apply'd to 


common Uſe, and made an Expreſſion of 


civil Reſpect and Complement to the Per- 


ſon or Character of whomſoever we pleaſe 
to apply it to: Every ſincere Conſcience, 
truly touch'd with a Senſe of Religion, will 


ſoon determine this Point without any 


great reach of Underſtanding or ſtock of 
Learning. The plaineſt and moſt obvious 
Reaſon is the ſtrongeſt ; and tho it may be 
darkned and perplex'd by a multitude of 
3 i Words, 
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Words, or argued away; yet the Truth 
will not be totally extinguiſh'd, but will re- 
cur again. Tho' it be thus repelld for a 
time, it will recoil with uneaſineſs upon 
the Mind, at every ſerious fit of Thinking; 


and never ſuffer a laſting Conviction there, 


till the very Conſcience is defil'd, and hath 


no ſincere Regard for Religion left. If I 
ſhould ask any plain, but ſincere Chriſtian, 


this ſhort Queſtion, Whether what Chriſt 
has commanded to be done ſacramentally 


and religiouſly in Remembrance of him, 


may, without Sin, be done to any other Per- 
ſon whatſoever, in Remembrance of them? 


He wou'd anſwer, No ſurely, not without 


Wonder and Indignation at the Queſtion ; 


for that would be to honour a Man as Ido 
Chriſt, And this is what all the Logick 


in the World will never anſwer. 

However, to fit the Argument for the 
Genius of the Diſputers of this World, I 
will reduce the whole Conteſt to a Point, 
in one or two Syllogiſms.

But this Fooliſpneſs of God is wiſer than Men,

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But ſuppoſe I had ſaid nothing more in 
Anſwer to this formidable Objection, only 
have diſtinguiſh'd between Kneeling to the 
Living, and Kneeling to the Dead; and al- 
low'd, that Kneeling to the Living may be 
uſed in Civil Worſhip, but not to the Dead ; 
and by reaſon of that very Text, Az the 
name of Feſus, every knee ſhall bow.

to apply this to any other Perſon, wou'd 
be, in its own Nature, an idolatrous Act, 
however Men deſign d it.

to be ſinful ; and therefore he drinks a 
Health oaly, To all thoſe _ —_ aud "= 
the Memory of K. W Some {lick 
to the firſt Form, viz.

Memory now be 15 dead. Others wh are 


ſhock'd at this, drink only to the Glorious 
Memory, but leave out Immortal. O- 


thers, To all that love and honour the 


Memory, &c, And in ſhort; this Health 
has been put into ſeveral Shapes and Forms, 
to avoid the Profaneneſs and viſible Impie- 
ty of it ; and every one, according to'the 


Regard he has left for the bleſſed Sacrament 


of the Lord's Supper, gives it yet a ſofter 
turn. But is not this ſporting with things 


ſacred > Does not every one ſee, that all 


this is ſtill the ſame horrid and impious Pro- 
fanation of that very Action which is con- 
ſecrated to the Memory of Chriſt alone. 


For, let them word it how they will, and 


put it into what Form they pleaſe, this no 
way alters the Nature of the Action; be- 
cauſe *tis ſtill drinking in an honourable Re- 
membrance of the dead. Tis all one whether 


they drink to the Death of K. ; 


to K. W————#m dcad ; or his glorious A- 
ctions when alive; or to the glorious Me- 
mory; or to the immortal Memory; or to 


all that love the Memory, &c. till there is 


Application made of the Action of drinking, 
to a meer Man, in that very manner which 
ought never to be applied but ro the Perfon 
or Cheat. 

04j. 8. Another Objection is from that 


ö Text of St. Faul, 1 Obr. 100 3. Fe cannot 
| arink the cup of the Lord, and the cup of De- 


Tils. 
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vlg. Here ſay they, the Cup: of the Lord is 
oppos'd only to the Cup of Devils; i. e. a Cup 
drank in religious Worſhip to Idols. What 
then? Ergo drinhing in honour of others, 
beſides Chriſt, is condemn'd only as it is 
done religiouſly, or with an idolatrous 
Deſign. But this is all a Miſtake of the 
Text, and of the Apoſtle's Application of 
it. Tf there were no other Argument for 
what I am aſſerting, one wou'd think the 
very mention of this Text, ſhou'd be ſuffi- 
cient to ſtrike the Conſcience of any good 
Man, and fill him with Horror at the 
Thoughts of honouring the dead by drink. 
ing to their Memory, when he conſiders, 

1/7, That this was ſpoke to Chriſtians, 
who cou'd not have drank that Cup which 
he condemns, by way of religious Worſhip ; 
and if they had, the Apoſtle wou'd have 
then charg'd them with — wilful 
Idolatry. 

2dly, That Chriſtians cou'd not be ſup- 
pos d to have done it with intention to pro- 
fane the Euchariſt. And this is the Reaſon, 
as appears by the Context, why the Apo- 
ſtle informs them of the ſinfulneſs of what 
they did; tho' they did it neither with in- 
tention of Idol. Worſhip, nor of prophaning 
that Sacrament, | 

3dly, That the very Reaſon of that ſe- 
_ vere Expreſſion, The Cup of Devils, was

mental. 
don't drink it Religiouſly. Who ſays they 
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Lord, i. . e. in Remembrance of him, could ni not 


apply that Action of Drinking, aſter the ſame 
manner any other way, without the higheſt 
Prophanation of that Holy Inſtitution. To 
which we may add, 


 4qthly, That their departed Sen were 


the Deities. moſtly worſhipp'd by the Hea- 
then; and that this Cup here condemn'd, 
muſt have been a Cup drank in an honou- 
rable Remembrance of them. For otherwiſe 
the Antitheſis is loſt here; and the two 
Cups in this Text are not rightly oppos'd 
one to the other ; and ſo the whole Streſs 
of the Apoſtle's Reaſoning fails. This makes 


it a Caſe ſo very like the Modern Practice, 


that whoſoever conſiders thoſe Four Things, 
muſt be of an Opinion, that he cannot drink 
the Cup of the Lord, and the Cup of a De- 


parted Monarch. And for the very Reaſon 


aſſign d in that place by the A * * be- 
cauſe that Action of Drinking 5 apply'd 
to the Remembrance of the Dead, is full 


of myſterious Signification, no leſs than the 
' Communion of the Blood of Chriſt, &c. 


 O04j. 9. The Wine drank to the Glorious 
and Immortal Memory, &c. of K. — m, 
is not conſecrated, therefore 'tis not Sacra- 
Who ſays it is > Therefore they 


do ? No; but very irreligiouſſy. Therefore 
they don't drink i ir, by way of Paying any 
Divine Honour. But tis ſtrange they can-

not fee how they may Pay a Divine Honour, 
tho' they do not deſign it ſo ; and that it is. 
true that in Fact they do ſo, tho the Wine is 
not conſecrated. The Queſtion is, Whether 
Drinking in Remembrance of K. W——m, 
be not Paying him a Divine Honour, he- 
ther the Wine be conſecrated, or no; or 
whether they intend it, or not? Nay, tho 
they openly profeſs they deſign no Divine 
Honour; as the Papiſts do, when they pray 
to Saints, and proſtrate themſelves in a Po- 
ſture of Adoration before Pictures, and Re- 
licks, and Statues. The Queſtion is not 
about the Bread, nor about the Wine, or 
about the Confecration of either, or no Con 
ſecration of them; but about the Action of 
Drinking, apply d to the Memory of the 
Dead; the Uſing of Wine to that one Pur- 
poſe; whether this was conſecrated, com- 
manded . inſtituted , dedicated, by Jeſus 
Chriſt > And if ſo ; whether the 4 the 
ſame Uſe of Wine, and applying that very 
one, only, particular, ſingle Action, which, 
of all Actions on Earth, Chriſt has choſen 
to himſelf to perpetuate the Remembrance 

of him thro' all Generations of Chriſtians; 
may be apply'd to any other Perſon, with- 

our moſt horrid Deſecration and Sacrilege! 2 
Ang therefore, here to obviate a Hundred 
Objections at once: Tho' Churches and 
Plate, ſay they, are conſecrated to Divine 
Uſe, yet we may have Houſes to live in,

But to make the Objecti⸗ 
on full, and the Auſwer clear, let us take in 


Bread and Wine, which tho conſecrated in 
the Euchariſt, yet we may uſe Bread and 


Wine for our ordinary Suſtenance, All this 
1s granted : But then if any particular Houſe 


or Plate, Cc. or Bread or Wine, is dedicated 


to God by Conſecration ; then that Houſe, 


Plate, Sc. Bread or Wine, may not be ap- 


ply'd to common Uſe, without Deſecration 
and Sacrilege ; and therefore what is left of 
the Bread and the Wine after Conſecration, 
are order'd by: the Church to be eat and 
drank before the Congregation depart, 


And this ſhews the Force of all my Rea- 


ſoning upon this Subject ; namely; becauſe 
that one particular Action of Drinking ap- 
plied to the Memory of the Dead, is con- 
ſecrated into a Sacrament, and ſo dedicated 
to the Memory of Chriſt ; therefore 'tis 
prophane and ſacrilegious to abuſe it to 
common Uſe: And more deteſtably ſo, 
than it poſſibly can be in any other In ance, 


except that of admitting Perſons into a vi- 


ſible Body, by Dipping and Sprinkling. 
And why? Becauſe in all other Inſtances, 
the Conſecration is by Man; but in this 
one Inſtance, tis immediately by Chriſt 
Himſelf, in his own Perſon, by a poſitive 
Command, and with expreſs W ords of Ia- 


C But, 
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But, to carry this Objection as far as ever 
it will go, it may be ſaid, that the Action 
of Drinking to the Memory of the Dead, by 
being repeated, becomes a different Action; 
and ſo alters its Nature, as it is applyd to 
God or Man. But it muſt be conſider'd, 
that if it is Ten Thouſand times repeated, 
and apply it how and where you will, 'tis 
the ſame Action {till ; that very one, ſingle 
Action conſecrated . to the Memory of 
Chriſt : And therefore there is no Simili- 
tude or Parity between this and a Houſe, 
or Bread, or Wine, or Plate, or any other 
thing dedicated or conſecrated to the Ser- 
vice of God. Nor can there be any Paral- 
lel, unleſs you ſuppoſe that there is but one 
Houſe, or Piece of Plate, or Cup of Wine, 
or Loaf of Bread in the World ; and that 
too dedicated to God. And upon that Sup- 
poſition, tho? that one thing might be of 
perpetual Uſe in the Worſhip of. God; yet 
it wou'd be the higheſt Sacrilege to apply it 
in any other way. If there are Ten Thou— 
ſand Houſes, they are all different Houſes; 
and ſome may be apply d to common Ule, 
and others dedicated to the Service of God. 
But this being the ſame Action, tho' a Mil- 
lion of times repeated, which was conſe- 
crated to the Memory of Chriſt, *tis the 
higheſt Prophanation and Sacrilege to apply 
it to any other Perſon. :

| Now, as to all other Objections that may 


poſſibly be made, how many and of what 
Kind ſoever they are, I ſhall only deſire 


thoſe who make them, to poſſeſs their Minds 
with this one ſhort Truth; That the Action 


of Drinking, apply d to the Remembrauce of 
the Dead, is a Sacramental Action; and 


then they will anſwer themſelves: And all 
their Reaſonings muſt at laſt center in this, 


that what is now under the Goſpel become 


in its own Nature Sacramental, is moſt Ho- 
ly; and therefore ought never to be us'd 


otherwiſe than Sacramentally ; and that to 


uſe it otherwiſe, is moſt impious and abo- 
minable. | 3 
When all Objections are anſwer'd, and 
not one of theſe Arguments touched, ſays 
another, I do not ſee the Force of this Rea- 
ſoning. Then that is either becauſe of the 


natural Weakneſs, or the Prejudice of his 


Underſtanding : There may be ſome Ex- 
cuſe for the firſt, but none for the latter. 
And therefore here what a Man hath to do, 
is, to be ſure that his Underſtanding is as 


weak as he thinks it; for otherwiſe he is 


inexcuſable. But (till ſome ſay, tis not my 
Opinion that there is any Ill in that Health; 
and therefore let them forbear it, who think 
there is. This is the moſt fatal and pre- 
vailing Error in the World, and the Rock 


upon which more Souls have been caſt away, 


than upon any other whatſoever. But 
D 2 I muſt 
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I moſt tell them another ſurpriſing Truth, 
and that is, that when thoſe who are in 
Error come to anſwer for their Souls before 
Jeſus Chriſt, the Queſtion will not be what 
Opinion they were of? and whether they 
acted according to that Opinton 2 But what 
Opinion they might and would have been 
wa if they had uſed their, underſtanding Fa- 
culties with as much Humility, Diligence, 
and Impartiality in this matter, as they did 
in making a Bargain? 

Is any thing plainer than the Nature of 
SCHISM ; that it is a dangerous and crying 
Sin; and no leſs than a Man's cutting him- 
ſelf of from 2 Particular National Church, 
in which he may not only communicate 
without Sin, but arrive to the greateſt 
Perfection of Moral Virtue, and Evangeli- 
cal Holineſs, that is by the Grace of God 
attainable in this Life; and that hereby 
he cuts himſelf off from the Bady of the 
Catholick Church. And yet as obvious as 
this is, Multitudes build their Hopes of 
Salvation upon their not being of that 
OPINION, tho' at the ſame time they would 
not cut themſelves off from a Civil Corpo- 
ration, in which they found their Account, 
for any Argument or Perſwaſion upon Earth; 
Nay, tho' all the Rules of it were not ex- 
actly agreeable to their Humour. And if 

they ſhould be over-perſwaded at any time 
ſo to do, they would never hope for any 
' Share 
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Share in the Privileges or Advantages of 
that Society. 5 3 . 207 
Can any thing in all Religion be more 
obvious, than that worſhipping a Wafer is 


rank Idolatry ? and yet what Numbers are 
there in the World who do it habitually > 
tho' God gave them their five Senſes on pur- 


poſe to judge whether it is meer Bread or 


not; and their Reaſon to manage thoſe five 


Senſes to the beſt advantage; and · yet they 
will lay them all aſide in this moſt concern- 
ing and important Point; when at the ſame 
time, all the Sophiſtry in the World cannot 
deceive them in a braſs Shilling. 5 
And to give but one Inſtance more, is 
any thing more frequent among us, than for 
Men to profeſs themſelves of one Commu- 
nion; and yet ſpeak, and act thro their 
whole Lives in favour of another; to viliſie 
and expoſe it on all oecaſions, and run into 


all Meaſures for the Encouragement and Sup- 


port of Separation 2 Tho' the being thus 


_ falſe to that Communion, in which they 


hope for Salvation, be a Folly monſtrous 


beyond expreſſion, yet how many lamen- 


table Inſtances are there of it in the World: 
All theſe, tis true, are of their own 
OP1N1ON, and profeſs to act according to 
it ; yet no indifferent Perſon can fay, this 


will be any Excuſe for them in the Day of 
Judgment. And why 2 Becauſe the Queſti- 


on will not be whether SCH1sM, and Ipo. 
5 LAxRx, 
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LATRY, and that other Sin not to be com- 
prehended in ONE WorD, were agreeable. 
to their OPINION ; But whether they ſut- 
fer'd themſelves to be ſo deceivd in any mat-, 
ö ter of this World 2 Men are never blinded 
with ſuch Sophiſms in the common Affairs 
of Life; and this will be the great Article 
of their Condemnation, who run into Er- 
rors in Religion thro' Wilfulneſs, or Preju- 
dice, or Lazineſs, and want of Thinking. 
Theſe are ſuch Objections as IT have yet 
heard, and now what if there were not 
1 ſuch plain Proof for what J aſſert; and ſup- 
"Rl. poſe that all the Objections made, cou 


not thus be put in ſo clear a Light, as that 
every Capacity might apprehend the Weak- 
neſs of them; and that in that Action of 
drinking to the Memory of a dead Mo- 
narch, there were no more than a great 
Similitude or Semblance of that Action, which 
all allow to be Sacramental ; and that ſuch 
a Cuſtom were by ſome abuſed to ill Pur- 
poſes, and may be yet farther abuſed; and 
that ſuch a Practice had but an aſpect or 
tendency towards leſſening the Veneration 
of our moſt holy Euchariſt in the Hearts of 
People, as this plainly hath : .Then I ask 
any plain ſincere Chriſtian of the Laity, 
who hopes for Pardon and Salvation by that 
Sacrament, whether if ſuch an Health were 
propos d to him, he would not reje& it 
with this Anſwer ; That he would be con-

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tented to celebrate the Memory of K. n 


any way in the World, but with the ſame A- 


ction, and almoſt in the ſame Form of Words, 


by which he celebrates the Glorious Memo- 


ry of his Bleſſed Saviour, and which was in- 
ſtituted and commianded by him for that ve» 


ry Purpoſe > — 
And ſince this Holy Euchariſt is the moſt 
Exalted Myſtery of our Religion, and be- 


come the moſt Solemn Act of Praiſe and 
| Adoration ; then let me ask you, my Bre- 


thren of the Clergy; who are Stewards of 
the Myſteries of God, Whether you can an- 
{wer the Character of being found faithful 
to ſo great a Truſt, if by any Omiſſion or 
Neglect of yours, that Veneration and Re- 


verence Men ought to have for it, be leſſen- 


ed or impaired 2 If you ſuffer that very 
Action which is thus conſecrated to the 


Holy Jeſus, erected into a Sacrament, and 


fraught with Myſtery and Wonder even to 

the Angels, to be deſecrated and prophaned 
to common Uſe? But eſpecially, if by an 
eaſy Compliance with a Practice ſo highly 
ſinful, you lay a Stumbling- block in the 
Way of weaker Chriſtians, and betray them 


into what you ought to warn them of, and 


give them the greateſt Deteſtation and Ab- 
horrence for? Remember, it will be no ſmall 
Article in the Account you are to give of 
your Stewardſhip, whether you exerted 
your ſelves with utmoſt Zeal, to keep up a 
0 =. 
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profound Regard and Deference for this 
Ordinance of God, in the Hearts and Con- 
ſciences of Men? And I beſeech you, con- 
ſider how far you are like to fail in this, if 
you do not earneſtly endeavour to unde- 
ceive, and convince all ſuch as have been in- 
ſenſibly led into this Practice thro' Tnadver- 
tency, or want of Underſtanding, or ſuffi- 
ciently Conſidering the true Nature of that 
moſt Holy Sacramental Action, which hath 
been proſtituted after ſuch an unbecoming 
and unſanctified manner. 5 
I have purpoſely declined inſiſting long 
upon the Tendency this Health hath to 
leſſen that great Veneration and Eſteem we 
ought to have for our truly Pious and 
GLOKIOUS QUEEN. For that the 
perpetual, noiſy, clamorous Sounding out 
the Praiſes of a dead Monarch, and in a Way 
which hath a SEMBLANCE at leaſt of 
Sacrificing to his Ghoſt , muſt have a ma- 
lignant Influence upon the Loyalty of un- 
wary Subjects, and naturally diſpoſe them 
for Faction and Sedition, is but too plain to 
be diſputed. 5 85 

It may be ſaid here, That in Drink- 
ing this Health, they have nothing of that 
Deſign. I anſwer, As far as this can be 
faid with more or leſs Trurh, fo their 
Guilt is the greater, or the leſs. If they 
drank with that Deſign, it wou'd be plain 
Spreading Sedition, and Trumpeting Re- 
. bellion; 
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bellion ; and this wou'd be anole orie- 


vous and horrid Aggravation of an Action, 


which was in its own Nature deteſtable 
before. This wou'd render it a crying Sin, 


of an enormous gygantick Size, with a 
great Variety and Complication of Guilt, 


made up of Impiety and Prophaneneſs to- 
wards God, Diſloyalty and Faction towards 

our Prince, and Contempt of all Laws Hu- 
man and Divine. 


 *Lis true, many have been led into this 
Practice by Inadvertency, and for want of 
conſidering thoſe Views Men had who firſt 
{et it on foot, and promoted it with a. furi- 


ous Zeal. But becauſe we are generally too 
apt to be miſtaken in our ſelves, and that the 
Heart of Man is deceitful above all things, 


F ſhall only make Two Obſervations in ſhort, 
which may be of Uſe for the Tryal of Men's 
Conſciences in this Point, and that they may 
be ſure upon what Principle they have in- 
duſtriouſly way this Health, Accord- 


iogly, : 


I/t. If 'Men find in themſelves a ſincere 
Senſe of Obedience and Loyalty towards 
their preſent. Monarch: If they Love and 
Honour Her MAJESTY, who is now. 
Living, and Wiſh and Pray from their 


Hearts that She may be long fo : If they 
can hear Her juſt Praiſes without Regret , 
and that the Recital of thoſe many Blef-

ſings She hath been the Inſtrument of to 
theſe Nations, gives them no Uneaſineſs ; 
'tis a good Sign that they did not pro- 
| mote and encourage this Health, with any 
evil Intent of caſting a Reflection upon the 
preſent Adminiſtration of Affairs; of ſowing 
Diſcord, and ſpreading Faction and Sedition; 
of making it a diſtinguiſhing TEST of a 
Party, which may grow ſtrong enough to 
bring all Things into Confuſion , that they 
may get above the Crowd, and render them- 
ſelves conſpicuous, by climbing up and 
trampling upon the Ruins of Church 
and State. But if they , of all People, 
ſhou'd chance to be noted for Failing in 
their Duty to HER who now fills the 
THRONE; and to turn all their Demon- 
- rations of Regard and Honour, of Re- 
| ſpect and Veneration, I was juſt going to 
ſay, of Loyalty and Fidelity likewiſe, to 
a Monarch in the GRAVE; this wou'd 
be a ſtrong Preſumption, that tis- all done 
with a very wicked Deſign: And the 
Thought is fo natural, that People cou'd 
not then help imagining, that this was Ado- 
ring of Dead Kings, by way of Rebelling 
againſt the Living. es, . 
And here cannot forbear obſerving, that 
LOVAL TV, a Word in Uſe to comprehend 
all that Honour, Obedience, and Fidelity 
required in Scripture to be paid to Kings 
and Princes, is a Duty owing to the Living, 
| and 


„„ + 
and not to the Dead. The Powers that 
be, the Powers in Being', are ordained 
of God. And therefore that they, who 
look either backward or forward, ſo as to 
place their Hearts and Thoughts wholly 
upon any Predeceſſor or Succeſſor what- 
ſoever, have great Reaſon to ſuſpect them- 
ſelves, and to fear that they are ſlipping 
their Time, and loſing their Seaſon for the 
_ Exerciſe of that Virtue of Loyalty; for 
the Violation of which , they will be 
one Day ſtrictly accountable, whatever 
Evaſion they now have from the Penal. 
ty of Human Laws. Their Time for this 
Duty is paſt as to K. m; and not 
yet come as to any, except our Preſent 
GLORIOUS QUEEN. Happy it is 
for them , who were not wanting in this 
Duty towards K. W——, when he was 
Living; who are true to the Succeſſion, as 
by Law eſtabliſh'd in the Houſe of FH A- 
NOYER, which they are ſworn to Main- 
tain ; and whenever the Providence of 
God ſhall call them to it, are ready to 
| pay all that Honour and Fidelity, and 
Loyalty to the Next in that Line, which 
now, by the Laws of God and Man, is 
entirely owing to Her Preſent Majeſty: And 
he who cannot, from a Sincere and Loyal 
Heart, Pray that it may be Long fo, may 
well ſuſpect that he fails in an indiſpenſible 
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Duty ta his God, and to his Prince. He is. 


much miſtaken, if he fancies that a factious, 
- diſcontented , murmuring Spirit will be 


changed with his Governor. No, this will. 
ever be ready to diſcloſe it ſelf, whenever 
things go croſs to his Humour, or his Intereſt. . 
Loyalty, like all other Virtues, is to be ac- 
quired and ſtrengthened by Habit ; and they 
who praQtiſe it!in one Reign, are in the beſt. 
Diſpoſition to continue it in another. 
1 becauſe the zealous Drinkers of 
this Health do loudly diſclaim all Factious 
and Rebellious Deſigns in it, we muſt leave 
that to their own Conſciences, and to the 
Judgment of the great Day, when the Se- 
crets of all Hearts ſhall be reveal d. And 
to avoid any Imputation of Uncharitable- 
neſs, let us ſuppoſe, that they have purſu'd 
this ſo warmly out of a miſtaken Zeal ;

24ly, Another Head of Self. Examination, 
which T wou'd recommend here, is, Whether 
they who take Pains to diſtinguiſh them- 
ſelves by laying out much of their Zeal that 
way, do find in themſelves the like Fer- 
vency and Warmth in Drinking ia Remem- 
brance of Chriſt Jeſus; who is in a much 
more Exalted Senſe their Saviour, and their 
Hing. For if they, of all People, ſhould be 
remarkable for being negligent and ſcanda- 
louſly Remiſs herein; this would make 
all thinking and obſerving Perſons look 
upon that prepoſterous Manner of Ex- 
preſſing their Regard for the Memo- 
ry of a Dead Monarch, to be no o- 
ther than a barefaced Hypocriſie, and loath- 
ſome Prevarication with God and Man. They 
wou' d be apt to ſuſpect, that it doth not pro- 
ceed from any regard to Governors, whether 
Living or Dead; but is, as the Apoſtle ſpeaks

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on that Occaſion, only for a Cloak of Malici: 


ouſneſs ; Not from any exceeding Gratitude 


for the Bleſſings of a former Reign; but from 


the height of Ingratitude for thoſe which 
have been heaped upon us in the preſent. 
If it is objected by any, that the Word Sa- 
crament, Which IT have made uſe of thro' this 
Diſcourſe, is not in Scripture ; and therefore 
will not bear that ſtreſs which I have laid up- 
on it. I anſwer, That this is a Term receiv'd 
by the whole Chriſtian. Church to ſigniſie an 
outward, viſible, bodily AcT1on ; inſtituted, 
appointed, ordained, eftabliſhed, (Sc. by Je, 
ſus Chriſt in his own Perſon ; in full and 
expreſs Words of Inſtitution ; and with a 
plain poſitive Command : and Men will ne; 
ver find out a more apt and ſignificant Word 


for that purpoſe. However, they who do not 
like it may lay it aſide, and take any other 


Word inſtead of it, more a greeable to their 
particular Humour; for let that be how it 


will, they muſt allow the THING to be 
Scriptural. So that when J ſay Drinking in 
remembrance of the Dead, is applying that 
outward bodily Action Sacramentally ; my _

ted, ordained, eſtabliſhed, Sc. or any other 
Word they pleaſe. And that which makes 
this ſo horrid an Impiety, when 'tis done to
